Here are some initial thoughts from Matt Zweifel for Nate. We can expand on these if you 
want more info and Nate can edit/change/add/ as he sees fit: 


• Mollies Nipple/Nipple Lake: Private inholding within GSENM. This is considered a 
TCP with the Paiute. It is the only permanently wet meadow within GSENM, providing 
for a very unique habitat. The area is very dense in cultural sites, ancestral pueblo, 
occupation and pilgrimage trails. 

• Vermilion Cliffs Front: Field Office/Private. Hwy 12 boundary. Ancestral 
pueblo/archeological record/contiguous with GSENM/ 

• Paria River Canyon (between VCNM & GSENM-on KFO) Includes pilgrimage trails 
for Hopi & Paiute 

• Shunarump Cliffs/Pioneer Gap: KFO & private inholdings: Anasazi site/ 

• Glen Canyon NRA-westem/uplands. This area is contiguous with GSENM. There is a 
separation between the Lake based/recreation based focus for GCNRA and this area.
